WASHINGTON, June 9.—Sharply decreased world 
wheat production for 1934 was foreseen today by the United 
States department of agriculture in its report on the foreign 
wheat crop prospects, issued in conjunction with the domes- 
tic crop estimate of about 500,000,000 bushels, which was 
far below normal production and consumption.

“Threshold” Speech Again)

MONTREAL, June 9.—Express- 
fng his belief that Canada was 
standing on the threshold of a pros- 
perity greater than she had ever) 
known, Prime Minister R. B. Ben- 
nett told an audience here last night 
that at least one out of every 12 
Canadian men, women and children 
were on a pay roll on May 1, and 
that at the rate revenues were in- 
crez-ing in the last two months the 
budget would be balanced at the 
end of the year. 

Addressing the 63rd annual ban- 
quet of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers Association, the Prime Minister 
gave a most optimistic picture of) 
the future of Canada as contem- 
plated in the terms of the present | 
and quoted statistics to indicate an 
improvement in every index of ac- 
tivity. | 
DEPRESSION “BEHIND” | 

“I believe we have passed and 
Jeft behind us the great depression 
we encountered in 1930,” said Mr. | 
Bennett. “But that does not mean | 
that our problems are all ended and | 
that you should at once discharge | 
the man you have had running your 
business,” he added. “There are} 
still problems for him to deal with.” | 

Imperial trade agreements had | 
brought great benefits to Canada| 
and it was his conviction that with- 
out them Canada could scarcely 
have survived, Mr. Bennett said | 
But they had also aided in extend- 
ing Canada’s trade with foreign 
countries which was constantly ex- 
panding. 

Treaties had recently been ne- 
gotiated with Germany and Austria | 
and further agreements with two 
other European countries were 
pending. 

Exploration of possibilities of a 
trade agreement with the United 
States started last year and would 
be continued. 


INTER-TRADE DESTINY } 

He believed, the prime minister | 
said, that the dustiny of the world 
contemplated nations trading with 
one another. “But Canada cannot 
start first. No country of the size 
and population of Canada can af- 
ford to be the dumping place of the 
nations of the world,” he said. “I 
have said that in the centre of the 
nation, in the capital of the great 
republic to the south, and I say 
here,” 

Since the start of the present 
fiscal year, April 1, 1934, Canada’s | 
revenues had increased to date by| 
$16,500,000 over the revenues dur- 
ing the same period last year. 
EXPORTS, IMPORTS GROW 

During the first four months of 
1924 the value of goods sold by Can- 
ada had increased by 51 percent 
while the value of goods imported 
increased by 46 percent and total 
trade had increased 49 percent. 

There had been a striking in- 
crease also in the favorable balance 
of trade, both visible and invisible 
“That I am able to tell you this fact 
is a tribute to Canadian men and 
women,” the prime minister said. 
On May 1, 1934, there were 856,000 
Canadians on pay rolls in the Do- 
minion, one out of every 12 persons 
and an increase as compared with 
the same date Jast year of 141,000. 

Construction business and cheques 
passed through banks, both salient 
features in the business chart, had 
shown marked improvement the 
prime minister stated, comparing 
figures for the first five months of 
the present year with those of 1933 

Canadian National Railways re- 
venues had increased 29's per cent 
and the same was true of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, while car- 
loadings were up by 31 ‘percent and 
the use of electrical power was the 
greatest in the history of Canada.

Close Observers See No 
One Else to Succeed 
Mussolini 


ROME, June 9—Is 17-year-old 
Vittorio Mussolini being trained as 
an understudy to his father, the 
mighty 11 Duce, in what may be 
the beginning of a dynasty of Ital- 
ian dictators? 

This whispered question was 
heard in Rome today as observers 
commented on the latest stride of 
youthful Vittorio in the footsteps of 
his father. 

Like Premier Mussolini, the son 
publishes a newspaper. Like his 
father, he gives all his thought and 

rgy to strengthening the Fascist 
movement. And like his father, he 
has taken to the air. 

Soon after 11 Duce rose to power 
he learned to fly. Vittoria is now 
the youngest licensed aviator in 
Italy. 

Despite his youth, Vittoria is al- 
ready taller and heavier than I 
Duce. Some say his mind is as 
acute, his flair for drama as in- 
stinctively keen as that of his 
father. 

Speculation over possible succes- 
sion to the father’s post by the son 
springs from the fact that many 
Italians believe there is no one in 
the government equipped to take 
over the reins when Mussolini lays 
them down. 


BALBO'S CHANCES 

There is, of course, Italo Balbo, 
but little is heard of him now since 
he was “promoted” to a far prov- 
ince after he achieved world fame 
for the mass flight he led to Chi- 
cago and back last year. 

Some persons wonder whether 
one of Mussolini's dreams is not to 
see his tremendous power perpetu- 
ated in his son. 

Asked directly about his plans, 
| Vittorio replied: 

“I intend to be a newspaper 
man. It gives one power to spread 
ideas, and it opens the way to 
politics.”

President Roosevelt has been given power 
to. lower—or raise—the tariff rates of the 


United States within a range of 50 per cent, in 
negotiate trading agreements with 
other countries. 

That marks a distinct departure in the re- 
covery program, amounting almost to a com- 
plete reversal. has been to 
revive internal trade by subsidies, and 
Government spending on unprecedented scale. 
Now the President is turning to the foreign 
field, with an invitation to every nation to make 
a bargain with the United States for the ex- 
change of products. 

There is no doubt about the response. Ar- 
gentina and Germany were waiting on the 
doorstep, and are negotiating already. Twenty- 
seven countries, Canada included, are expected 
to start bargaining at once. 

That the policy Canada should have 
adopted three years ago; instead of slamming 
the door in the faces of all countries and telling 
them they couldn't buy our goods unless they 
paid cash for them. Not having the cash, and 
not wanting to part with what they had, they 
naturally stopped buying. What followed does 
not need review. The record is written in un- 
employed relief bills, reduced property values, 
mounting debt and tax arrears across the 
Dominion. 

Canadians will welcome the new attitude at 
Washington. It is to be hoped Ottawa will 
respond promptly, with overtures cast in some-

Ibn Saud in Arabia, which 
turng out to have been in- 
spired by Italy as a means of 
weakening Britain in the 
East. However, General

the wrong horse for Mussolini 
and merely succeeded in strengthening Britain 
through Ibn Saud.

The major fields of threat are the Pacific, 
in which Japan, United States and Britain are 
directly interested, and Europe in which France 
and Germany are the irreconcileable ones. But 


the two are interlinked, principally through 
Russia which has a smouldering feud with

Should Russia move against Japan, Germany 
will move against Russia. If Germany takes the 
field France will not be able quietly to see her 
former (and present) enemy assume a war 
footing. If France should intervene, Mussolini 
will seize the pretext to enter the campaign.

Britain would permit an army of 200,000 for 
Germany. Germany wants an army of 300,000.

In less than 20 years from the conclusion of 
“the war to end war” the world will almost 
inevitably see a world war on a more terrible 
and ghastly order.

Readers who wish to know something about 
the system that permits war preparations to 
flourish in times of peace will find it in “Mer- 
chants of Death” a new book by H. C. Engle- 
brecht and F. C. Hanfghen.

With an avoidance of hysterical propaganda 
that overlooks the need for each nation to pro- 
tect itself from attack until general disarmament 
can be achieved, the authors have written a 
history of the armament business, based on a 
mass of thoroughly authenticated fact and but- 
tressed with much statistical information. 

“Merchants of Death” is more than a history 
of the Krupps and Creusots, Vickers, Maxims, 
Remingtons, Schneiders, Skodas, Zaharoffs, lists 
of parliamentarians and bishops who invest 
their wealth in the means of death, the news- 
papers they control, the agents they employ and 
the war ares they foment.

| Diabetes And Obesity 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Diabetes has been called the disease of feed- 
ing and fatness, Obesity is undoubtedly a con- 
tributing cause of diabetes. The large cities of 
Europe and America where food is compara- 
tively plentiful are the main centres for dia- 
betes. The best way to bring on this disease is 
to overeat and under exer- 
cise. It is significant that this 
disease is a disease which at- 
tends the years of plenty at 
middle age. 

In diabetes, the body fails 
to make the right use of the 
sugar and carbohydrates. The 
pancreas is the organ which 
is not functioning properly. 
Degeneration of some of its 
cells called the “Islands of 
| Dr. F. McCoy Langerhans” is characteristic. 

The symptoms of diabetes are great thirst, 
excessive hunger, gradual loss of weight and 
strength, and the discharge of an excessive 
amount of liquid waste from the kidneys con- 
| taining much sugar. The earliest symptoms 
are thirst, itching and hunger, after which are 
rheumatic pains, emaciation, pyorrhea, asthenia, 
the tendency to boils. The skin is frequentiy 
dry and scales off readily. The extremities are 
cold and bluish. Gangrene sometimes appears 
on the toes or after a cut, and cataract of the 
eye may develop. There is a distinctly lessened 
mental activity in adults, but an exhilarated 
mental activity among children. The general 
color appears good. The blood test does not 
usually show anemia, but shows a high concen- 
tration of sugar. Many people are unaware of 
having diabetes until they are forced to take 
an urinalysis test by a life insurance company. 

The best treatment is dietetic. The starches 
and sugars should be completely climinated 
until the’disease has disappeared. The popular 
treatment with insulin is very limited. It allows 
the patient to temporarily use sugars and 
starches, but it is of little or no use in the cure 
or prevention of diabetes. 

Among the causes of diabetes may be any- 
thing which produces enervation, such as men- 
tal shock, nervous strain, overwork, worry and 
anxiety. Autointoxication is always present, 
and there seems to be a tendency to derange- 
ments of the pancreas and liver long before the 
actual symptoms of diabetes appear. 

In spite of the usual seriousness of this 
| disease, it is curable as a rule in the case of 
| middle aged people. Younger patients are the 
more difficult to cure because if diabetes ap- 
pears in them at a nearly age, it shows a radical 
impairment of the pancreas. 

At the start of the treatment, the fast should 


| be used and the patient is to take the juice of 
‘ a grapefruit every three hours during the day 


and to drink large quantities of distilled water 
with the juice. In many cases the sugar will 
| disappear from the liquid waste from the kid- 
| neys within a few days after beginning this 
| fast, and does not again appear if the patient 
| rigidly follows instructions. Following the fast, 
| a milk diet is usually beneficial, using not over 
| three or four quarts of milk daily with the 
| addition of a citrus fruit, preferably orange or 
lemon to stimulate the flow of bile so that the 
patient will not become bilious from the large 
amount of milk. Throughout this time, two 
enemas should be taken daily. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. W. C. writes: “Recently 
I was told that I had developed too much acid 
in my system and I was told also to avoid all 
citrus fruits, and I would like to ask your opin- 
ion in regard to what foods I should eat.” 

ANSWER—If it is true that you have de- 
veloped over-acidity in the body, the correct 
dietetic treatment for you to use is to take 
plenty of the acid fruits particularly the citrus 
fruits, as they are practically sure cure for 
acidosis. The reason for this is that, although 
these fruits are classed among the acid fruits, 
| nevertheless, after they have been burned in 
the body they bring about an alkaline reaction. 
Alkaline forming foods are the ones which you 
should use in abundance. I believe that it 
would be a good plaf& for you to take a short 
fast, using either the juice of one of the citrus 
fruits or the whole fruit, and follow the fast 
with a careful diet. If you would like to secure 
further information ip regard to your trouble, 
I will appreciate it if you will write me a letter.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1826, according 
to Dr. J. T. Scadding,* the his- 
torian of Toronto, the first kilted 
regiment arrived at that town, 
then, of course, still York. I have 
my doubts as to the correctness 
of this statement, and should like 
any students of military history 
who are posted on Scots’ regi- 
ments in Canada to come to my 
aid and tell whether there were 
not Highlanders in Upper Canada 
before 1826. I have always been 
under the impression that the 
Glengarrians raised by the Mac- 
donells were kilted, that the men 
who captured Ogdensburg and 
tried to save York in 1813 were 
kilted, 

The regiment which set York 
astir on this date in 1826 was the 
79th, under Colonel McGregor. 
Up to that time Niagara had been 
military headquarters and the 
transfer of the garrison to York

PROFESSOR SWANSON'S 
ADDRESSES 
Editor, Bulletin: Professor 
Swanson's statements to the Can- 
adian Club in connection with 


fiat money, which received the 
editorial endorsation of the Ed- 
monton Journal must not go un- 


challenged. 
My understanding of fiat money 
is this: it is money that is not 


borrowed and therefore does not 
create debt, and in Canada such 
money would take the form of 
Dominion notes issued against 
the natural wealth of the country. 

To quote the editorial: “Dr. 
Swanson reminded his audience 
of something that too many are 
apt to forget; this is, that when 
paper money is put into circula- 
tion, a promise to pay is given; 
on the face of a dollar bill, it is 
stated that the Dominion will pay 


the bearer on demand, one 
dollar.” 
True, a dollar bill does carry 


that statement, and such payment 
used to mean payment in gold, 
but what Dr. Swanson did not 
tell his audience was this: that 
during this depression, an order- 
in-council has been passed abol- 
ishing the redemption of Domin- 
ion notes in gold. Incidentally, 
Canadian banks were relieved of 
that responsibility in 1914. 

Dr. Swanson is inconsistent. In 
making reference to what he 
called alleged surpluses of goods, 
he said this: “How is it possible 
in a relatively few short years, 
for the world to have come from 
a position of abject want, to one 
of surpluses and plenty.” 

Only the day before at Robert- 
son United church he said: “Man 
has always lived in a changing 
world, but the changes of the last 
decade have been particularly be- 
wildering.” And then, as though 
to explain that statement, he 
went on to say that the industrial 
revolution has changed the 
struggle for food, to a struggle 
for markets. 


Getting back to the Canadian 


Club, the Professor outlined the 
objectives for which the west 
must strive. Among those ob- 
jectives were markets for the 
products of the field and the 
people. In stressing the need of 
markets to one audience, the 
Professor admits surpluses and 
plenty. 


There is hope for the Professor, 
for on his return to Saskatchewan 
he said this to another audience:

LONDON, June 9.—Dr. H, Crich- 


ton-Miller's statement at a recent 
meeting of the women's council 
that “school teaching is regarded 


by the community at large as a 
very useful way of using up super- 
fluous unmarried women” has met 
with indignant denials from many 
educational authorities, 

Miss EF, E. Froud, secretary of the 
National Union of Women Teach- | 
ers, said: “Dr. Crichton-Miller 
seemed to have an extraordinary 
bias against women and women's 
work, though he is a man _ of 
science. There are two reasons 
why there are fewer men teachers,” 
Miss Froud added, “Teaching is 4 
very difficult job and men don't 
like it, and when men come in they 
want only the plums.” 

Frank Roscoe, secretary of the 
Royal Society of Teachers, said: 
“Dr, Crichton-Miller’s statement is 
not only bold but somewhat wild. 
Women have a definite place in our 
school system. Their services in 
the infant schools of this country 
have commanded the admiration of 
educationists throughout the 
world.” 

The country dves feel that a 
school-mistress is as good as a 
schoolmaster, Mr. Roscoe thought, | 
because the average parent recog: | 
nizes that for all young children | 
teaching by women is best.

Collections Good 

RED DEER, June 9.—Collection 
of city taxes for the period ending 
May 31 of this year have been good, 
reports City Commissioner A. T. 
Stephenson and the percentage col- 
lected has been the best in Red 
Deer's history, with the exception 
of one year.

By PROF. J. B. S. : 

What is going to happen in the) 
second third of the twentieth cen- 
tury? I do not know, and very 
likely I am much happier for not 
knowing. 

Even although it is no longer cus- 
tomary to stone prophets, prophecy 
is a ticklish job. I have exercised 
this occupation off and on since the 
war, and have often been wrong 

Still I can take credit for proph- | 
esying in 1919, the ruin of agri- 
culture as the result of a world 
over-production of food, so I may 
spot a few winners in this article 

To Englishmen in 1966, the first 
third of the century includjng the 
first world war, will look like a 
golden age of peace and stability. 
Every year the application of sci- 
ence to industry and agriculture 
will make production easier, and so 
tend to lower prices and increase 
unemployment. 

Governments and trusts will 
try to fight the menace of plenty 
by destroying crops and shutting 
down superfluous factories, in- 
stead of keeping production busy 
by seeing that every citizen 1s 
Properly fed, clothed and housed. 

Our own will compromise, giving 
with one hand and taking with the 
other, and I do not expect to see a 
great fall in our standard of living 
until a British Hitler arrives on the 
scene. 

RUSSIA WILL ADVANCE 

Meanwhile, one nation, Russia 
will be continuausly increasing its 
production 

By 1950 the Russians will 
reached a fairly high standard 

The fourth Five-Year Plan will 
deal with the organization of 
leisure, Instead of permitting 
unemployment, they propose to 
plan the leisure of their workers 
in sport, education and travel. 

If they succeed that will spell the 
end of capitalism, unless a capital- 
ist nation has meanwhile succeeded 
in doing the same job better 

Britain has had twelve years of 
unemployment without tackling 
this problem. So if Roosevelt does 
not get the wheels of American in- 
dustry running in the next two 
years, we may expect to see a 
largely Russianized world by 1966

REVOLUTIONS AND WARS 

The general decay of our eco- 
nomic system will show itself in 
revolutions, and ultimately wars 
The object of each side will be to 


goad the enemy civilians into rev- 
olution, and some at least of the de- 
feated nations will take to Com- 
munism. 

I dont believe that another war 
would end civilization. I would 
sooner see a couple of million av- 
erage British civilians killed by 
bombs and gas in a month or two 
than a million of our best men 
killed over a period of four years. 
And a disaster of that kind might 
induce the survivors to organize 
our national life. 

I may be wrong in the last tw 
Paragraphs. But I am certainly 
right in this one. 


By 1940 the population of Britain | 


will have begun to fall, and by 1966 
it will have fallen very consider- 
ably, even if the fertility of women 
Stays at its present level 

The populations of most other 
European states will be down, and 
those of the U.S.A. Australia and 
New Zealand will be stationary or 
falling, though Canada may still be 
growing slightly. 

On the other hand, Russia and 
Japan are growing very rapidly,

Some States will copy Germany 
nd try to drive women back to

But by 1966 I hope that Eng- 
Jand will have realized that par- 
enthood is a public service and 
should be paid as such. 

Even if we then begin to restore 
our population, it will be too late. 
By 1966 Britain will be a second-

Edmonton gas consumers are due 
for a “break” if the proposed new 
domestic optional combination rate | 
now in the hands of the city for 
consideration is approved | 


The new rate, arrived at after 
a comprehensive survey of the, 
needs of gas consumers in Ed- 
monton made by outside experts 
who were specially brought in to 
assure that local knowledge | 
would not creep in to interfere | 
with the efficiency of the survey, 
gives owners of small houses who 
are gas consumers a reduction 
over the year of over 11 per cent, 
while the owners of big and med- 
ium houses who use gas will get 
a reduction of a little over 10 
per cent. 

Carrying out the survey 
perts took 150 houses at 
throughout the city 
west end, east end, 
Garneau, Highlands, Norwood,, 
North Edmonton, and the down-| 
town areas were included in the 
survey, and a real “cross-section” 
of the gas consumption of the city 
was obtained 

The result, compared with the 
schedule of new rates, shows that 
in every instance the gas consum- 
er, had he been under the pro- 
Posed optional rate now in the 
hands of the commissioners, 
would have saved from 10 to over 
11 per cent on his gas bills. 

The new rate is fixed on the

B.C. SPECIAL 
POWERS ACT 
NOT WEAPON 


Pattullo Promises Co-op- 
eration With Ottawa 


Regardless of Politics 
VICTORIA, June 9—The govern- 
ment of British Columbia had not 
yet been called upon to use the 


Special Powers act and he did not} 


know whether it would be used, 


Premier T, D, Pattuilo said yester- 
day in an address to a combined 
meeting of the chamber. of com- 
merce and a number of other Vic- 
toria bodies. 

Conditions had changed since the 
§.P.A. was passed, said the premier, 
It was never meant as a weapon 
against Ottawa as some people had 
hinted. * 

Forces are at work which even- 
tually will force a revision of fin- 
ancial and economic methods in 
Canada, said the premier at another 
point, “The Dominion government 
will have to proceed along differ- 
ent lines than it is now, although 
its present policies may be quite 
sound,” he said. 


SOME WANTED “SHOWDOWN” 


“Some people would have liked us 
to have a ‘showdown’ at Ottawa 
when we were there. But don't for- 
get, the Dominion had laid down 
a policy of protecting the financial 
integrity of the nation and it would 
have been a tremendous step for 
British Columbia to take to be the 


first province to knock out the 
props from beneath the nation’s 
credit, 


“British Columbia is going to pay 
100 cents on the dollar on all its 
capital obligations. But we do be- 
lieve interest charges are too high. 

“Canada has been awaiting crys- 
tallization of policies on the other 
side of the line and even now it is 
apparent that events are taking 
shape at Ottawa. 

“As far as the administration in 
British Columbia is concerned, we 
will co-operate with the authority 
at Ottawa, whatever shade of politi- 
cal color that authority may be.”

Huge Amount Being Spent 
in Improvements at 


Leeds 


LEEDS, June 9—At a rough 
trestle table in a temporary office 
near the gleaming civic hall of 
Leeds a bland, red-cheeked parson 
sits every day directing—a $60,000,- 
000 housing scheme. 

He is Rev. Charles Jenkinson, a 
man previously unknown except 
for a dingy gilt name on a slum 
church notice board. Today he 
talks in millions. 

For some years Mr. Jenkinson sat 
on the Leeds city council and spoke 
only when housing was mentioned. 
The political ndulum swung in 
the feity, and overnight he became 
a man with power. 

RESIGNED LIVING 

He resigned his living to devote 
his energies to housing and slum 
clearance, Today he is the director 
of operations in a setsquare revolu- 


tion. 
If all his plans are carried out 
Leeds corporation will own more 
than 50,000 houses, as compared with 
about 10,000 now. The corporation 
will be by far the biggest landlord, 
and they will probably have con- 
trol of rent levels throughout the 
city by reason of its huge housing 
estates. Private property owners are 
dismayed 

Mr. Jenkinson and his Socialist 
colleagues (with a majority in the 
city council) propose to build 30,000 
new houses, to which the occu- 
pants of 30,000 back-to-back dwell- 
ings in poor parts of the city will 
be transferred within the next four | 
years. 
FACES HEAVY ODDS 

Furniture is to be provided by 
the corporation on the installment 
plan, and the local furniture organ- 
ization have threatened to blacklist 
any firm—large or small—that sup- 
plies a single piece of furniture for 
the corporation’s installment 
scheme
